most horriblo railroad disaster knowB in 
this vicinity took place on the Fitchburg 
railroad Saturday evening in the Hooaac 
Tunnel, ashort distance cast of tho central 
shaft. The accident was caused by a. rear- 
cud collision between eastbound freight 
trains, and as near its can bo ascertained 
happened about 10:30 o'clock. 


A freight train had stopped to repair an 


engine which had broken down, and at 
the same time a westbound express train 
passed through the tunnel, filling it with 
smoke. A second oastbound freight train 
was allowed to enter the tunnel, contrary 
to the rules of the road, and the engineer 
being unable on account of the dense 
smoke lofb by the passage of the express to 
distinguish the lights of the train from the 
electee lights on the walls of the tunnel 
wentMnto it with A crush. Both trains 
were badly wrecked, the tunnel blockaded 
and two men were killed outright aud 
three wero seriously injured.
